market value.. The other empowers the 
State to acquire selected land in exchange 
for an annuity to the present owner, who 
“may dispose of his annuity as he pleases. 
Holdings will be given to soldiers in. the 
neighbourhood of their homes. North- 
East Ulster will have the benefit of this 
great scheme, for, as Sir Edward Carson 
has told us, it: intends to claim all re- 
constructive legislation that Parliament 
may pass for England and Scotland. In 
the six counties, therefore, the State will 
acfuire—by compulsion, if necessary—as 
much land as may be needed for the settle- 
ment of those survivors of Ulster’s fine 
regiments who desire that manner of life. 
Thus Sir Henry McLaughlin’s work as 
Director-General of Re-employment in 
Ulster will be lightened to a very appreci- 
able extent. There will bé no land, 
however, for the survivors of the not less 
glorious regiments of the 10th and 16th 
Divisions. For that gross injustice the 
State must try to compensate these men 
in every possible way.

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National War Bonds. 


Mr. Bonar Law, in retiring from the 
office -of Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
‘has issued a statement thanking the public 
for the practical patriotism which has 
enabled the Treasury to prosecute the 
war to its victorious conclusion, and 
reminding them that -the present’ issue 
of National War Bonds will be withdrawn 
this week. That issue, as he says, is “still 
the world’s best investment.” Mr. Bonar 
Law cannot bind his successor; but he 
takes it for. granted that the valuable 
rights pertaining to National War Bonds 
will not. be extended to any new form of 
Government. security “which may be 
adopted. Government borrowing in some 
form will doubtless continue for many 
weeks and months to come. Our fighting 
forces and our fighting strength must be 
maintained up to the moment when peace 
is signed. After that the great cost of 
demobilisation, together with grants and 
pensions, will require an expenditure 
which cannot be met fully out of current 
taxation. It is inevitable, therefore, that 
thé process of borrowing should continue 
for some time longer. There are, however, 
at least two circumstances which justify 
the Government in expecting to borrow on 
somewhat more favourable terms than 
hitherto. In the first place, the fact of 
victory is in itself vital to the national 
credit. In the next place, the fact that the 
end of the war brings into sight the cessa- 
tion of Government borrowing is also a 
point greatly in favour of the State in its 
role of borrower. Accordingly it has been 
decided to limit the issue of National War 
Bonds in their present form to the end of 
this week. Any new form of Government 
security which may be adopted thereafter 
will be a much less favourable investment 
from the lender’s point of view. Patriotism 
and self-interest alike should prompt sub- 
scriptions on a large scale to National War 
Bonds in this last week of their issue.

A paper by thé Archbishop of Dublin was read |

(1418-1449).’”’ Richard Talbot, the younger 


brother of Sir John Talbot, the great Ear] of | 


Shrewsbury, was provided for in his younger 
years by many benefices in the neighbourhood 
of Hereford. He was. appointed to the See of 
Dublin in 1417 by the influence of his brother, 
who was then Lord Deputy in Ireland, and he 
lived in Dublin until his death in 1449. He fre- 
quently held the office of Chancellor of Ireland, 
and was at the head of the Irish Government 
either as Lord Justice or as Lord Deputy for 
six periods extending over ten years. He was 
a militant ecclesiastuc, and on more than one 
occasion led British forces against the Irishry. 
His administration was challenved by the sup- 
porters of Lord Ormonde, who was his. most
